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Response to Arguments 

1. Applicant's arguments filed 11/10/2005 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

Regarding claims 1, 10, 19, and 20, the Huang reference does read on "local 
balance of the static path, source-based routes between selected S-D nodes of the S-D 
group passing through links that are at a same level of the network is achieved." The 
system of Huang selects nodes in the S-D groups at various levels of the network, and 
balances these routes at each level of the network, i.e., locally (see column 9, lines 63- 
64). The further description of local balancing included in applicant's arguments is from 
the specification, not from the claims. Limitations from the specification will not be read 
into the claims. Regarding the motivation to combine, the Newton's Telecomm 
dictionary definition discloses various pros and cons of static and dynamic routing, 
which one skilled in the art would take into account when selecting a type of routing. 
This is sufficient motivation to try to adapt a system that implements one into a system 
that implements the other. 

Regarding claims 2, 1 1 , and 21 , the idea of local balancing of the present 
application is not fully described in the claims. Limitations from the specification will not 
be read into the claims. 

Regarding claims 6, 15, and 25, Huang equalizes the load on the links within the 
network at the same level of the network, which reads on the language of the claims. 

Regarding claims 7, 16, and 26, Huang does not mention anywhere knowing the 
type of packets to be forwarded, merely the amount of overall traffic. 
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Regarding claim 8, 17, and 27, the claim language recites the presence of an 
ISB, not how it is used. 

Regarding claims 3-4, 12-13, and 22-23, the office action addresses prioritizing 
and rank ordering ports such as is claimed. However, the two step process of figure 1 1 , 
steps 1 1 50 and 1 1 60, is not covered by the prior art.

limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
